Introduction of 
National Military Service announced, 
Royal Australian Air Torce Dakota 
squadron sent to assist British Forces 
operating against Communist guerrillas in 
Malaya, later followed by squadron of 
Lincoln heavy bombers. ° First Minister 
for Israel in Australia arrived. War-time 
retail commodity rationing ended when 
restrictions removed from sale of butter 
and tea. Aircraft Amana crashed after 
leaving Guildford Aerodrome, Western 
Australia, with loss of 28 lives. Australian 
Naval and Air Forces in vicinity of Korea 
placed at disposal of United Nations in 
action—later followed by first volunteers 
for ground forces. Announcement of 
£100,000,000 ten-year plan to aid road 
development. Government health plan 
made available free life-saving drugs. 
Director-General of Recruiting appointed 
to co-ordinate and direct all services drive 
for recruits. Australia granted loan of 
100,000,000 dollars by International Bank, 
Radio-active ore discovered in Northern 
Territory. Volunteers for Regular Army 
or Citizen Forces liable for service anywhere, 
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continued.

National Security Resources Board set up 
to examine civil and military resources 
and requirements to determine priorities. 
Black and brown coal discovered near 
Alice Springs. Full Arbitration Court 
increased Australian Basic Wage by £1 
per week and raised female rate to 75 per 
cent. of male rate. Industrial dispute 
seriously affected train services in Victoria 
and South Australia—October—December, 
Communist Party Dissolution Bill assented 
to but later challenged in High Court. 
Banks to be required to adopt a more 
selective advance policy in order to limit 
inflationary effect of expenditure financed 
from bank advances. Capital issues to be 
again controlled after period of automatic 
granting of applications. Australia to 
contribute £31,250,000 to Colombo plan 
for co-operative economic development in 
South and South-East Asia, also £3,500,000 
for technical assistance.

Licences at half-fees are issued to certain classes 
of pensioners, and free licences to schools and to 
blind persons over the age of sixteen.
